Back ?n October 2010 we received 
□ copy of a super picture from a 
Mr Scott at Adderbury. It showed a 
Lockheed Constellation airliner named 
"Banbury' at an airfield m London with 
a horse and threshing mochine in the 
foreground;: the picture aptly Illustrated 
"ancient and modern' at the time. We 
tried to find out more about the aircraft 
but were frustrated. 

However some five years later, with on 
ever more informative internet, more 
information has come to light: 

"Five ConstellatTons were sold to British 
Overseas Airways Corp. (BOAC) of 
London, in June 1948. The aircraft were 
purchased to replace the antiquated

Today, in Leamington, with the 
wonderful support of over 700 local 
volunteers. Guide Dogs now trains 
over 800 new partnerships each 
yean Over the past 75 years some 
30,000 partnerships have been 
created through the legocy of 
Leomington Guide Dogs. 

The Notional Breeding Centre 
produces over 1400 puppies per 
year and receives over 8000 visitors 
on our free public tours annually. 

This incredible achievement is 
even more remarkoble as the 
charity relies primarily upon public 
donations for its guide dogs service. 


Celebroting 75 years in Leamington Spo, the 
Guide Dogs Charity held its annuol open day and 
car boot at the troining school on Warwick New 
Road, last month. The event was officially opened 
by Warwick and Leamington MP Chris White with 
the Deputy Mayor or Leamington, Councillor 
Caroline Evetts. 


Guests enjoyed a German Shepherd display team, 
police dogs, children's entertainment, bouncy 
castles and teas and refreshments. 


Guide Dogs first opened its doors ot Edmondscote 
Manor in 1941. The pioneering work of Captain 
Liakhoff in the highly specialised training cf dogs to 
guide visually impaired people started on a small 
scale, during the war. With the steady growth of 
financial support and goodwill through the 1940’s, 
skilled guide dogs leading their blind and partiolly 
sighted companions became an increasingly 

common sight in the towns and 
cities of the UK, The independence 
brought to those individuals was 
hailed as little short of miroculous. 


From these humble beginnings 
working in small shacks the principle 
of guide dogs has remained 
focused over the years. Indeed 
their mission statement is thot they 
will not rest until people who are 
blind or partially sighted can enjoy 
the same freedom of movement as 
everyone else.

Working as an artist can often be a very solitary 
occupation. By joining a group, you immediotely 
learn new ways of seeing and 
doing things, as you meet like- 
minded people. 


As well as learning new skills, the 
group setting offers the chance for 
a little ‘you' time. Think about what 
sort of group you wont to attend: 


3. Self Structured Class: This class 
is run by the group and is a tutor- 
less group of arty people who just 
meet up and paint. There are no 
instructions, just the help from each 
other.

Other classes are more flexible 
and allow you to just book a single 
class without the huge financial 
commitment of a course.

2. Less Structured Class: There is a 
tutor or experienced artist on hand 
to give advice should you need it, 
but you set the pace and paint or 
draw whatever you wish. 


1. Structured Classes: These Involve 
a tutor leading the group, setting | 
the theme for the lesson and 


providing a full demonstration, they 
may paint along with you guiding 
you step-by-step. This class is ideal

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Get the colours right and the work will sing, tell stories 
and speak to you. Understanding complimentary 
colour pairings and how colours work together is 

crucial for a pointing to work. I 
mentioned in my article this time lost 
year about the omount of research 
that was corried out on colour theory 
back in the mid 1800s by Michel- 
Eugene Chevraul.

This model table is both illustrated and 
described as "Rudd's Table" in George 
Hepplewhite's "The Cabinetmoker and 
Upholsterers Guide". Thomas Shearer also 
published his version of the design which was 
carried in the "Cabinet-Makers’ London Book of 
Prices" and also described as "Rudd's Table". 

For both to hove carried this description of 
the table means that the original which this 
could be, was made recently enough to hove been in 
their memories and for the Rudd Scandal to still have 
impacted on society throughout the 17S0s. 

It oppears the original table was made for Morgoret 
Caroline Rudd, on infamous forger and fraudster who 
left a trail of broken men behind hen This included the 
twins, Daniel and Robert Perreau who stood trial with 
her for forgery and were found guilty and hanged 
in 1775 though she used her undoubted charms to 
secure a not guilty verdict for herself and died in 1779. 
This Georgian Scandal rocked the very pillars of the 
establishment including George III, John Wilkes, Lord 
Mansfield and mony others. How did Hepplewhite and 
Shearer know what her dressing table looked like?

Charles March Gere was born in Gloucester in 1869 
and became a student at the Birminghann School of 
Art in the late ISSOs and a staff member in 1893. He 
was also a member of the "Birmingham Group," an 
informol circle of talented croft workers and ortists, 
which began to form in the 1890s. 

Gere's early Pre-Raphaelite phase with its imaginative 
subjects was short-lived. By 1910 he was concentrating 
on landscapes, ond painting increasingly in oil. In fact 
he became almost exclusively a painter of serene 
and idyllic landscapes in the later years of his life. 
Although his art lost much of its eorly intensity, he 
retained o sensitivity to the spirit of place, and his loter 
work brought him ocademic honours. He was elected 
Associate of the Royal Acodemy in 1934, and was then 
made o Member of the Royal Academy in 1939. He 
wos also a member of the Royal Watercolour Society. 
He died in 1957.

into your choice of public 
school. All of this research will 
stand you in good stead for 
the years that will follow. 

My son's opinion changes 
daily when it comes to starting 
school: excited one minute, to 
being in tears, not wanting to 
go at all the next. This is a perfectly 
natural response. It is how all 
children process what is happening 
to them, no matter whether they 
ore just starting education or 
moving on to the next stage. It 
is important that you talk to your 
child about what worries them 
obout school and olso what they 
are excited obout and focus on 
this. This will mean that your child 
will not feel alone ot ony stage and 
will be more inclined to continue 

talking about 
the good and 
the bod once 
they hove been 
behind the school 
gates for a 
while. 


If your child 
is starting in reception this 
term then you will probably ask 
them whot they did all day with 
their only response being "We 
just played"! This was something 
mentioned at the open evening of 
the village school we chose. The 
teacher was adamant that this was 
not something to worry about, as 
learning through ploy is at the core 
of the curriculum at this age. If you 
are particularly worried about what 
your child is doing all day then 
remember that you can always 
talk to the teachers. This is octively 
encouraged and most will want 
to work with you as parents to get 
the best possible educational start 
for your child. You do not just have 
to wait for a ^parents evening' to 
approach teachers. 

Remember to participate. If your 
child is asked to bring in work from 
home or photographs of what they 
enjoy, make time to find them out. 
All of this will help their new teacher 
understand what your child enjoys 


from ABC*s and I, 2, 3's to make¬ 
up and five o'c/ock shadows - An 
educational journey. 

t is the time of year when 
parents will be waving their 
children off at the school 
gate or onto the bus. Here at 
the Four Shires, two of us will be 
seeing our children start their 
new educational journeys, writes 
Cathy Black. This September I will 
be walking my son to his first ever 
day in reception class whereas my 
colleague, Gail, will be seeing her 
daughter onto the school bus for 
her new adventure at secondary 
school. These times ore often full 
of excifement, apprehension and 
stress, not only for your child, but 
also for you as a parenti 

As you try to hold back the tears 
and calm your child during the 
first few weeks of their new steps in 
life, you will, no doubt find yourself 
worrying about all sorts of things. 
Did you pack the right PE kit on the 
right day? Will my child tit in and 
make friends easily, enjoying their 
time at school? Or will they get into 
the wrong crowd and care little 
about their learning? 

The important thing to remember is 
that you have done your research 
and made what you believe to be 
the right decision for your child, 

You hove visited the open days; 
you have spoken to prospective 
teachers and liaised with your child 
about whot they feel is best for 
them (this is particularly importont 
for those families with children 
moving onto secondary school 
this academic year). You were 
confident of your choice of school 
when you registered your 
options with local authority, 
for state schools or 
enrolled your child 
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and more importantiy what they 
struggle and excel in. Sometimes 
how a child behaves and responds 
at school is totally different to how 
they are at home, both the teacher 
and yourselves as parents need to 
know this. 

Bigger worries often come when 
your offspring reach secondary 
school. Your child will now 
be exposed to new friends, 
new teaching styles, and new 
experiences. Add to this a new 
sense of freedom and an Influx 
of hormones and sometimes the 
result is a not quite so pleasant 
experience either at school or 
within the home environment. 

It Is important not to forget that 
we have all been at this stage 
before and most of us have made 
it through the other side relotlvely 
unscathed forging great paths In 
our careers. 

Try as best you can to keep the 
lines of communication open. You 
will likely not be involved in school 
life os much at this stage and you 
need to trust that your child will 
come to you if any issues do arise. 
Remember though. If your child is 
not forthcoming you are still able 
to chat to teachers regarding 
any worries you may have. But 
do give your child some space to 
breathe and grow. We all make 
the odd mistake but this is how 
we learn and your child needs to 
be able to negotiate through life 
once they have left the security 
of the learning environment. It 
is important to guide and not 
smother your child whilst they are in 
secondary school. 

Being the parent of school aged 
children is full of hopes, worries, 
and dreams, it is unknown territory. 
If you take every new stage as it 
comes and keep the lines 
of communication 
open, trying to work 
with your child, 
whilst keeping their 
home fife stable, 
you con weather 
any storm and 
give them and 
yourselves 
the best 
educational 
experience 
possible.

TIPS FOR NEGOTIATING THROUGH 
THE SCHOOL YEARS 

• Ask your child about their school 
day. This can be done at meal 
times when you are oil around the 
table chatting about the day's 
events. This Is better than putting 
your child on the spot. Your child is 
more likely to be forthcoming with 
Information if everyone is chatting 
openly about their day. 

• Try to draw on your experiences 
of school life and share these 
with your child.

Simply pick your 
subject and your exam board, and 
then you take part in quizzes to test 
your knowledge. Not only do you 
get instant feedback, you’re olso 
given detailed explanations, so if 
you go wrong, you con work out 
why. At the end of a quiz youTe 
told how many questions you got 
right, how long you took and you 
con review your errors. The app will 
also track your progress over time so 
you con identify your best and worst 
topics. 

Qu/z/ef - Quiziet enobles students to 
create their own revision flashcards, 
as well as to use sets created by 
others. Teachers can olso create 
sets to share with their students.

MAKING SCHOOL LIFE EASIER FOR 
YOUR CHILD 

Children will be more likely to 
achieve at school when their family 
ond friends take an interest m 
their schooling. Getting involved 
in your child's education, even 
in the simplest way, shows that 
you core about their educational 
development. Often, the more 
supported a child feels at home, 
the more effectively they will learn 
at school. Whatever your lifestyle, 
or family situation, it Is never too 
soon [or too late) to start helping 
a child develop a positive attitude 
towards their education. 

HELPING YOUR CHILD GET THE BEST 
OUT OF SCHOOL 

Try to give encouragement and 
show appreciation of your child's 
achievements, whether great 
or small, as this con help boost 
their confidence. Teach them 
basic organisation ond time 
management skills so they ore 
not overwhelmed with projects or 
homework. It Is Important to let 
your child develop at their own 
pace, but if you do have concerns, 
please speak to their teacher. 

Try to give teedback rather than 
criticism, for example, say "that 
didn't seem to work' rather than 
'you got it wrong'. This helps them 
think about where they went wrong 
and how they can Improve In 
future, rather than just feeling like a 
failure. 

Tips to help you keep up with 
what's happening at the school 

• Make sure your child gives you 
any letters that are sent home. 

• Look out for notices and posters 
for parents. 

• Check the school website. 

• Try to make It to school fairs and 
parents' evenings - get involved. 

• If you are worried obout 
anything, go and talk to a teacher.

...a guide for parents 

D oes your mind go blank at parents evenings? 
Do you atways feel unprepared and a little 
intimidoted? And do you actually teel like a 
naughty child yourself at parent's evening? Weli, that's 
all about to change. Follow a few simple pieces of 
advice and parents evenings will forever be a walk In 
the park. 

First, remember It's about your child. Nothing and no- 
one else matter for these few hours. So start by tolking 
to your child - yes, really! 

Before parents' evening, ask your child if there's 
anything they want you to talk to a particular teacher 
about. This can be something they are finding difficult 
In the classroom, or Issues with friendships. Everything 
Is equally Important - a happy child will do better at 
school, a worried child will become Introverted and 
silent and the problem will never go away. You want 
your child to be happy at school and so do their 
teachers. So remember that teochers prefer to know 
about problems sooner rather than later, so they can 
start to address them. Likewise, teachers should Inform 
parents about issues as they happen, so there are no 
unpleasont surprises at parents' evening. 

Talk to the teachers about your child. Tell them what 
he or she Is like at home and what interests them. 
Children can often be like two different people - a 
Jekyll and Hyde, If you like * with one personality 
at home where they feel relaxed and someone 
completely different at school. It will help the teachers 
to have an insight into home life, just as It will help you 
to help your child more If you have some knowledge 
of the character they display at school. 

Often, children don't communicate much to their 
parents about whot happens at school. If they've had 
□ good day (when you ask, the likely response might 
be shrugged shoulders and “alright, I suppose" - take 
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this as being an ok dayl) 
ask them about what 
happened, what they 
enjoyed and why, or what 
they were good at. If if s a 
bad day (stomping up the 
stairs, uncommunicative 
and “leave me alone”), 
gently coax your child to 
talk to you about whaf s 
upset them. 

Asking the teacher obout 
your child’s achievements 
means you can give 
your child some positive 
feedback after parent's 
evening. This will bolster 
their self-esteem and 
confidence, and open the 
gates of communication. 

TAKE A NOTEPAD AND 
A PEN TO PARENT'S 
EVENING 

Have a list of the questions 
you need to ask and moke 
notes of the answers. You 
are unlikely to remembei 
everything, so your notes 
will be invaluable later on. 

TELL THE TEACHER IF THERE 
HAVE BEEN CHANGES AT 
HOME 

If there's been upheoval 
in your house, let your 
child's teacher know. A 
new baby, a divorce, a 
house move or a death in 
the family can offect the 
way your child behaves In 
the classroom. The teacher 
will most likely not have 
been told by your child 
and they are not mind 
reoders. Changes at home 
are important factors on 
how your child performs at 
school. 

ASK SPECIFIC QUESTIONS 

Ask to see examples 
of your child's work - 
this should be readily 
available to you at

SEPTEMBER IN THE GARDEN 


Summer is drawing to □ 
close and the nights 
are starting to get a 
little bit cooler. As a 
result of this, some 
ot your plants will 
be coming to an 
end. Therefore, 
deadheading 
will seem to be a 
never-ending job 
this month. Your 
bedding plants will 
particularly benefit 
from this, and will help 
to keep them flowering 
into the autumn. 

You will probably find thot 
some of your bedding plants 
will have run out of steam 
already and therefore may 
need replacing. It Is a 
good idea to replace 
these by planting 
spnng flowering bulbs 
and bedding plants 
such as pansies, 
violas, primroses or 
wallflowers. Dig over i 

the soil, adding some ^ 

good garden compost. 

Try blood, fish and bone. 

I like to plant some spring 
bulbs with some winter 
flowering violas on top. This 
will give you a longer flowering 
season. 


Your perennials will need to be cut back once 
they have finished flowering. Alternatively you may 
choose to leave the seed heads for the birds to enjoy. 
The seed heads will olso look great when covered in

In the vegetable garden 
It Is time to start thinking 
about sowing some 
autumn and winter crops. 
There are still plenty of 
crops that can be sown 
now. Rocket, lond cress, 
lambs lettuce and winter 
lettuce are just a few. 

You should make sure 
you give them a little 
protection. This will ensure 
that they should crop 
throughout the winter. 

The end of September is 
a great time to plant 
onion sets, shailots 
and gariic. If you 
plont them now 
they will make 
some good 
roots before 
the worst 
of the 
weather 
sets in. A 
good tip 








is to plant them under 
the soil level rather than 
on top, as the birds love 
to pull them out of the 
ground. 

Your main crop potatoes 
should be ready to 
harvest. Dig them up and 
leave them to dry for a 
while in the sun before 
putting them into a paper 
or hessian sack. It is best 
to store them in o cool, 
frost free ond dork place. 
Depending on the variety 
you could still be using 
them next February!

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The rain in Spain seems to

A s I sit at the 

keyboard we 
are once again 
waiting for a few hours 
of sun and wind that will 
allow us to gel back into 
the oilseed rape. We 
hod the some problem 
with the haymaking and 
by the end of July it was 
o case of if it would go 
through the baler that's 
where it went, even if 
it needed some ‘'field 
room" before being 
carried to the stock yard. 


Unlike grain which can 
go through the dryer, hay 
needs to be "bone" dry 
before it goes into the 
stack and then needs 
close monitoring. The 
generol rule of 


thumb is thot if it starts 
to heat as soon as it is in 
the stack it will be alright, 
but if it storts to heat 
seven to fourteen days 
after stacking call the fire 
brigode because it will 
fireS 

All of our hay is taken 
from the traditionol wild 
flower hay meadows of 
the Cherwell valley, and 
yes despite the misguided 
machinations of the locol 
'Green Taliban', there 
are some left, but the 
problem for us traditional 
hay makers is that many 
of the "traditional" 
hoy meadow "flowers" 
especially norrow and 
broad leafed Plantains 
take a lot longer to 
"make" (dry out) and 
if baled too soon con 
cause a "rick" to fire. 


PAWS FOR THOUGHT 


As lovely as the fluffy 
feline can be, if you do 
not have one of your 
own then they con cause 
havoc in your gorden. If 
your garden is suffering 
ot the paws of a cat then 
the RSPB has this advice 
on how to deter them. 


• Surround an orea with 
a fence that leans in the 
direction from which the 
cat will approach. The 
cat is unable to climb 
over such an angled 
fence. 

# Plastic roll-up fencing 
placed on top of an 
existing fence con 
prevent cats climbing 
over it. 

• Taut wire or string fitted 10-15cm above the fence- 
top will make it difficult for cots to find their balonce. 

• Place half-full plastic bottles in borders. This is an old 
gamekeeper’s trick - the light reflection is supposed to 
deter. 

• Unwanted CDs threaded on twine with knots in 
between to keep them apart, string across flower beds 
or hung from trees will also deter once the sun hits 

• A spiked tree collor will prevent a cat climbing up it. 

• Placing clippings from thorny or spiky plants under 
bird feeders and under bushes will prevent cats from 
using these areos to stalk birds. 

• There is a new garden plant, Coleus canina, on the 
market. I! is marketed under the name Scaredy-cat, 
This plont has o pungent odor that is said to repel cats 
and other mommals from the 
garden. It should be availobie 
from local garden suppliers, 
alternatively curry plants work 
wonders in raised beds and 
borders.

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Both of our flocks ore fed 
with smalL conventional 
baled hoy as we do 
not have the capacity 


to feed or make clamp 
or round bale silage. 
Linder the rules the hoy 
from our "Clifton sea" 
flower meadows cannot 
be fed to the organic 
flock as it hos not got 
an Organic Association 
accreditation number, 
so we have to moke 
hay for the organic flock 
from adjacent meadows 
that hove the correct 
paper work, although 
it is under the same 
management regime 
as our conventional 
meodow land ond is 
flooded by the some river 
woter contominated with 
the by-products coming 
from Banbury industriol 
plants and the tawn 
seweroge works! So we 
need to make a seven 
mile detour by troctor as 
there is no bridge over 
the Deddington brook, 
but we can use straw 
from a conventionolly 
grown cereal crop for 
bedding as it seems that 
organic livestock don’t 
eat strawEIJ Ho hum.

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- hen you reach a certain 
age you begin ta realise 
^ that nostalgia truly isn't 
what it used to be! In fact, these 
days it’s a high-flying business “ 
which brings me neatly to the 
subject of another of my interests, 
classic aircraft. 

For those of similar mind, there are 
numerous opportunities in and 
around our Four Shfres to enjoy 
these superb machines either In 
a museum location or actually 
in flight. And many motorsport 
events these days also have classic 
aeroplane displays or flypasts, 
thus nicely combining two of my 
interests on a single day! Sometimes 
they even Include static exhibitions 
of vintage aircraft on the ground 
so that you can get up close and 
technical. 

The shots that accompany 
this feature, for example, were 
all taken on the Infield of the 
Goodwood Race Circuit at its 
big Revival Meeting, which takes 
place this year from September 


9th to 11th. The 
Goodwood circuit 
of course, follows 
the old perimeter 
track of what was 
the old WWII fighter base of RAF 
Westhampnett that was very much 
In the front line of Battle of Britain 
oction. 

There ore a couple of other events 
like this that are also very much 
worth mentioning, these ones 
octually being held on ex-milltary 
airfields local to our Four Shires 
area. 

Every June, for example, there is 
the Flywheel Festival at the old 
Bicester Aerodrome, which goes 
Into Its third year in 2017 after two 
very successful previous events. 
And then there Is the neatly- 
named Pistons and Props 
weekend at Sywell airfield 
just east of Northampton. 

Like Goodwood and 
Bicester, it combines cars 
and motorcycles, on show 
and in action, with displays 
In the skies above. Not only 
that, there is an interesting 
little museum on site which 
Is full of memorabilia 
documenting the days 


when Sywell hosted both RAF and 
USAF squadrons. That museum Is 
open year-round and worth a visit, 
especiolly as you can combine it 
with refreshing yourself in the bar 
or restaurant of the superb art 
deco building that was once the 
terminal when Sywell was actually 
Northampton Airport, Just check 
the museum opening times via 
WWW, sywellaerodrome.co.uk as 
it does close between November 
each year and the following Easter. 

There are plenty of other 
opportunities in our area to see 
classic aircroft up close, including 
one of the mighty Vulcan 
V-Bombers porked (presumably for 
eternity as It cannot be approved 
for flying ogainj at Wellesbourne 
airfield in South Warwickshire. For 
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details of visiting times to get close 
to the Qircfaft and advance news 
of Wellesbourne events such as its 
annual Wings and Wheels day, go 
to www.xm655.CQm. 


Another Vulcan, and much, 
much more besides, is located 
at the Midland Air Museum at 
Baginton, just south of Coventry, 
which focusses mainly on Cold 
War era jets. Check it out at www. 
midlandairmuseum.co.uk. 


There is also a superb collection 
of aircraft from that ero of whot 
wos an old USAF heavy bomber 
base during the Cold War period 
and is now the Bruntingthorpe 
Air Museum at Lutterworth in 
Leicestershire. Details via www. 
bruntingthorpeaviQtion.com. 


Sir Frank Whittle, inventor of the 
jet engine, was born in Coventry 
and developed his history¬ 
making concept at his facility 
in Lutterworth, with much 
test flying taking place at 
Bruntingthorpe. And, in fact, 
the Midland Air Museum at 
Baginton is appropriately 
home to the Sir Frank Whittle 
Fleritage Centre. 


There is also an even-more 
local connection as many 
of the first secret test flights 
of Britoin's first jet airplane 
were from RAF Barford, near 
Bloxham, and RAF Edgehill, 
near Shenington. That aircraft was 
the Gloster E29 and a full-sized 
exact replica example of it, along 
with other actual Gloster fighter 
aircraft, can be seen at the Jet 
Age Museum neor Gloucester 
(www.jetagemuseu m.com). 


For those who like their classic 
aircraft to be even more vintage in 
charocter, there can be no better 
destination than the Shuttleworth 
Collection at Old Warden 
in Bedfordshire which has 
one of the best arroys of 
World War One fighter 
aircraft and the even- 
earlier pioneer planes 
made out of wood, 
fabric and cord. Find 
out more about these 
*stringbags\ as they are 
affectionately known, 
by going online at www. 
shuttleworth.org. 


And finally, 
going just a 
little further 
afield, there 
is what must 
surely be the 
best aircraft 
museum in 
Britain - the 
Imperial War 
Museum 
collection at 
the old RAF 
Duxford near 
Com bridge. 

It covers both 
British and 
American 
aircraft, focusing mainly on the 
military machines that operated 
in Britain during both World Wars 
and the Cold War period and 
it is without doubt a 'must see' 
destination for any airplane 
enthusiast.

the Banbury Run 


What was christened 'The Banbury 
Run' has grown so much since then 
that it is now the largest event in 
the world for vintage motorcycles. 

It soon outgrew Banbury market 
place and now starts from the very 
appropriate location of the British 
Motor Heritage Centre at Gaydon, 
a dozen or so miles to the north on 
the Warwick road. Every year there 
are 500 riders taking part - all on 
mochines built before 1931 - and 
every year there are at least 100 
more riders disappointed ot not 
being able to get an entry! 


it afforded them a 
chance to pit their 
mochines against the 
steep climbs of the 
Edgehill escarpment 
such as Sunrising Hill, 
The Knowle and Warmington hill. 
And no doubt a stop for tea and 
sondwiches in Banbury ofterwards 
would often then give the testers a 
chance to boast obout how their 
porticular bikes had coped with the 
challenge. One can imagine many 
tall tales being told to riders from 
rival factoriesl 


IT'S THE BIGGEST VINTAGE BIKE 
GATHERING IN THE WORLD 


I t is 68 years since about 50 
members of the Vintage Motor 
Cycle Club made their first trip 
to meet in Banbury market place 
and then set off for a trip around 
the roads of North Oxfordshire and 
South Worwickshire. It was start 
of an event which 
marked the fact that, 
ever since the pioneer 
days of the motorcycle 
industry, the town 
was a favourite 
destination for rood 
testers from the 
many bike foctories 
in the Coventry 
and Birmingham 
areas.

B ritain’s chances of winning 

the Americas Cup for the first 
time were given a significant 
boost on the third weekend In July 
after Sir Ben Alnslie’s Land Rover 
BAR teom sealed on emphatic 
victory in the qualifying round on 
their home water of Portsmouth. 

A win obviously leading to much 
rejoicing at the Land Rover 
headquarters at Gaydon in South 
Warwickshire, situated firmly in our 
Four Shfresi 

The two years-long series of 
qualifying races will determine 
which of five competing teams 
will challenge the current holders, 
Oracle Team USA, In a series of 
motch races in Bermuda next 
year for the Cup itself. Rival teams 
aiming to challenge Team USA 
come from Great Britain (Land 
Rover BAR), New Zealand, France, 
Japan and Sweden. 

Traditionally, the Americos Cup 
is always held by the winner of a 
two-boat match race, the first of 
which was staged in the Solent, off 
Cowes in the Isle of Wight, in 1S51 
between yachts from America 
and Britoln. The Americans of the 
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New York Yacht Club won that one 
and until the 1970s, the races were 
always just between GB and the 
USA. And always won by the USA. 

Even after other nations entered 
the competition, the NYYC held on 
to the 'Auld Mug’ (as the trophy 
Is offectionately nicknamed) until 
1983 when an Australian boat. Its 
development having been funded 
since 1974 by the controversial 
billionaire Alan Bond, won the 
race on the New York club's home 
waters of Newport, Rhode Island. 
Bond, of course, once owned 
the whole village of Glympton, 
just south of Banbury before his 
business empire collapsed Ini992, 
leaving him bankrupt and later 
jailed on fraud charges. Fourteen 
years earlier his business acumen 
and funding of the Aussie Americas 
Cup effort hod seen him voted 
‘Australian of the Year’...! 

Since 1983, the Cup has been held 
at various times by teams from 
America, Australia and Switzerland. 
Currently it is held by the 
Americans, who took it back from 
the Swiss in the series off Valencia, 
Spain in 2010 and then held off a 


challenge from Team New Zealand 
in Son Francisco Boy in 2013. That 
match saw Team USA stoging on 
improbable come-from-behind 
victory, winning eight straight races 
to beat New Zealand 9“8. 

Current Teom GB skipper, Ben 
Ainslle, was given a lot of credit for 
that Teom USA success as he was 
drafted in as a late replacement 
tactician when the team was 
trailing the New Zealanders by 
eight races to oneJ Now the four- 
time Olympic gold medallist alms 
to beat his erstwhile employers and 
bring the cup to Britain for the first 
time. 

As holders, Oracle Team USA 
automatically have the right to 
defend their title but ore ollowed 
to compete in the Louis Vuitton 
Cup qualifying series to aid with 
boat development ond to assess 
the opposition. And os they go 
automatically to Bermuda os 
holders of the cup, their role in 
the qualifying series is actually 
as ^spoilers' to deny points to 
the other teams. Thus, any team 
that can beat the Americans In 
a qualifying race steals an extro

series with current America’s Cup 
defenders Oracle Team USA. Two 
days of action-packed racing on 
the Solent saw Land Rover BAR

more importantly, they toke a ten- 
point lead on over the previous 
leaders, Emirates Team New 
Zealand.

There are now two more qualfying 
rounds to go, in Toulon, France in 
mid-October and Fukuoka, Japan 
a month loter. 

There are six races during the 
course of an event weekend, with 
10 points available to the winner of 
the three races on the first day of 
competition (descending through 
10-9-8 and so on for the remoining 
places) ond double points for the 


three races on the final day. So it 
will be a close-run thing come the 
last round and I will certainly be 
watching TV coverage of the final 
two events. 

The first Americas Cup took place 
off the Isle of Wight under the gaze 
of Queen Victoria. Presumobly to 
her disappointment, the American 
yacht won, but at least dipped 
its flag to her in deference as it 
crossed the finish line. ►

The elusive British summer finally 
arrived for race weekend, creating 
a perfect setting for both the Land 
Rover BAR sailors ond spectotors as 
the team roced their woy into first 
place in an action packed three 
doys of soiling.

Town Constables 
were also kept and today there ore 
12 responsible for the town's north, 
south and west wards'.

I have always been quite proud of 
my hearing, writes Jeremy Wj7fon, 
at school I always managed to 
pass the audiologist's test and was 
told, in music lessons, that I had 
perfect pitch!

he Royal 
Shakespeare 
Company is about 
to open its first ever 
permanent exhibition 
cfevoted to the staging 
of Shakespeare's ploys 
and, to mark the opening, 
the 'Chondos' portrait, 
the only likeness of 
Shakespeare painted 
during his lifetime, will be 
on display for o limited 
time only. The famous 
and essentially priceless 
portrait has been at the 
National Portrait Gallery 
since that institutio'n was 
founded in 1B56, only 
leaving the building on 
o few occasions since 
that time. It will be 
loaned to the RSC for a 
limited time and will sit 
alongside a rore first folio 
of Shakespeore's plays, 
dating from 1623. 

This new family-friendly 
visitor attraction, which 
will be opened on 
October 22nd in time for 
the autumn half-term 
holiday and entitled The 
Piay's The Thing, will be 
in the Swan W/ng of the 
RSC theatre complex 
in Strotford-upon-Avon 
and will allow visitors to 
explore the imaginative 
ways that Shokespeare's 
stories, settings and 
characters have been 
brought to life on stoge. 
The immersive exhibition 
will highlight some of the 
RSC's most iconic theatre 
productions and features 
treasures from the 
archive, including rarely- 
seen props, exquisite 
costumes and original set 
designs.

It will also reveal some 
of the RSC's wonderfully 
gory theatrical secrets, 
including how a snapping 
carrot can replicate the 
noise of bone breaking, 
how crispy cereals and 
glue are mixed to make 
scabs and how actors 
keep soup in their mouths 
so they can Vomit' on 
stage! 

Hands-on digital 
experiences will include 
a magic costume mirror 
for visitors to try on virtual 
costumes, including 
the 'Quick Chonge 
Challenge' of changing a 
costume ogainst the clock 
with velcro, buttons and 
magnets and the chance 
to virtually 'stand' on the 
RSC stoge through state 
of the art technology. 
Visitors will olso be oble to 
explore how set design, 
lighting, sound and music 
all help to create the 
world on stage.

Michael was better known to 
many in the area as ‘Space' 
or the ‘Genie of the lamp’ or 
indeed as we have recently 
learned ‘Chingotchuk’, the 
ctional choracter from the 
‘Last of the Mohicans’. 

Space would attend parties, 
fetes and other gatherings 
dressed only In a fig leaf, 
often sporting a blonde wig, or 
latterly, a gold painted Roman 
helmet. Part of Michael’s 
performance at these events 
would be to carry out some 
very amateurish fire eating, 
where he would invoriably end 
up setting fire to something! 

The very nature of the 


amateur performance 



would have his 
audience in stitches, 
the more people 
laughed, the more he 
would play up to H...

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U ntil the early 1900s the motor 
cor was a rich man's toy. 

Still in the early stages of 
development, automobiles were 
big “ and expensive. Herbert Austin 
had set up a factory in a disused 
printing works on the outskirts 
of Birmingham at Longbridge 
manufacturing luxury vehicles and 
a four cylinder 20 horse power 
model would hove set you back 
£650 “ the equivalent of more than 
£71,000 today. 

In 1909 Austin commissioned Swift 
of Coventry, a company mostly 
known for making cycles, to build 
him a single cylinder small car to 
sell. At 7 hp it hod nothing like the 
power of the other Austin models 
but the Austin 7 wos born “ born 
but not nurtured. The company 
went back to producing big cars

ond it wasn't until after WWl that 
Herbert Austin agoin turned his 
ottention to the idea of building a 
small cor. 

He thought there'd be a market 
omongst young families on o 
modest budget who aspired to 
own a car, but he was probably 
olso influenced by the introduction 
of the Horsepower Tax in 1921. His 
board of directors didn't approve 
his design concept so he decided 
to go it alone and it wasn't until 
July 1922 that three prototypes, 


the following yeor 2,500 Austin 7s 
were made. 

Initiolly the idea had been to 
produce an affordoble family car, 
but of course it didn't stop there. 
People had been given a freedom 
that they hadn't previously 
enjoyed. The Austin 7 became 
so popular that in addition to the 
saloon, other versions joined the 
range. Tourer, cobriolet, sports, 
coupe and van models were olso 
developed and although in 1939 
WW2 brought production to an 
end, by then 290,000 cars and vans 
had been made. 

My ossociation with the Austin 7 
came early in life. My father hod 
acquired a second hand 1935 
Austin 7 Ruby model long before I 
wos born, and so even as an infont 
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I travelled in one. Rubies were four 
sealers and ours was maroon with 
matching leatherette upholstery. It 
had three forward gears and one 
reverse, an engine capacity of 
17hp and was capable of ^ wait for 
it “ a top speed of 40mph. although 
we usually trundled along at no 
more than 30mph. 

In those days manufocturers didn't 
give cars names that ended in "O" 
or '"A" or include an ''X" to indicate 
sportiness or power, so everyone 
christened their own vehicle. We 
colled ours Minerva, becouse her 
previous owner had adorned her 
with a mascot that my father at first 
thought was the goddess Minerva. 

It later turned out that it was the art 
deco '"Nymph of Speed" a design 
registered in 1917, but by then the 
name had stuck. 

We didn't hove o garage, few 
people did then, so Minerva, or 
Minnie as she was nicknamed, long 
before the advent of the Mini, was 
kept in a former workshop near 
some allotments. My father was 
very protective of her “ no way 
would she live outdoors, and non- 
essential trips were only planned 
when there was little prospect of 
rain. If she did happen to get wet, 
he'd spend a grumpy hour or so 
drying her off and polishing her 
paintwork. 

Sometimes it was quite a 
performance to get her going. 

She hod an electric starter, but 
occasionally the engine refused to 
fire and it needed a crank handle. 
This fitted into a socket at the front 
of the car under the radiator and it 
often took severol energetic turns 
to get Minnie in the mood. Then, 
of course, you had to stow the 
handle, and jump into the car. 

Journeys had to be planned with 
core. A 17hp engine is not very 
powerful “ the smallest modern car 
packs four times that pulling power 
“ so it could be a problem getting 
up steep hills. You hod to either 
choose an itinerory that avoided 
them, or if you found yourself faced 
with a gradient you couldn't climb,

it was sometimes necessary to 
make an ignominious backward 
descent, turn round and try again 
in the lower reverse gear. Usually 
that worked, but sometimes you 
had to reroute or give up and go 
home. 

Long, or for that matter even 
short, trips were often eventful. 

The engine was water-cooled, 
ond liable to overheat (especially 
chugging uphill). Taking a supply of 
water with you on a journey to top 
up the rodiatorwas an essential 
precaution, and it wasn't always 
enough. Sometimes when out in 
the wilds we'd have to look for a 
stream, because we'd run out. 

We often had to stop becouse the 
engine got too hot and our noses 
were attuned to detecting the 
smell of burning oil. 

On one journey we were 
all rather alarmed by a 
characteristic pungent 
odour wafting into the car, 
soon followed by a trickle of 
smoke coming from under 
the bonnet. We'd not long 
been on the road, so the 
radiator had 
to be full. What 
could it be? 

An urgent stop 
and a lifting of 
o hot bonnet 
lid, revealed 


the source of the trouble. My father, 
in his assiduous cleaning of the car 
- yes, everything under the bonnet 
as well “ hod left a dirty rag sitting 
on the engine, and it had started to 
smoulder. 

There ore so many aspects of 
driving todoy that we take for 
granted - like indicators for 
example. Minnie hod mechanical 
direction indicators - called 
trafficators. These were little orms 
no more than a few inches long, 
that when activated popped out 
of the side of the car's door pallor. 
They were based on o semaphore 
signal and had an illuminated 
triangular end. Trafficators were 
not highly visible and didn't always 
work. ►

Punctures were also a challenge. 
The tyre had to be prized off the 
wheel rim to access the inner tube, 
which resembled a flabby orange 
lifebuoy. Time was spent seorching 
for the damage, which wasn’t 
always obvious, and sometimes 
involved a bucket of soapy water 
to try to detect bubbles escaping 
from the rubber ring. This was then 
patched, reploced and laboriously 
re-infloted with a foot pump. 

At that time there were few 
cars on the rood and we had 
the countryside pretty much to 
ourselves. Minnie had a sun roof 
(always referred to as a sunshine 
roof) ond in the pre-seatbelt days 
of slow, leisurely travel my biggest 
treat when the roof was off was to 
be allowed to stand on the front 
passenger seat with my head and 
shoulders out above the top of the 
cor as we progressed at a sedate 
pace. An action that would be 
deoth-defying and illegal today 

Minnie wos a true family car: we 
visited relatives in her, went on 
picnics, ond she gave us access to 
out of town areas that you couldn't 
get to by bus. I can't remember 
us ever using her to go shopping 


was a student in the 1950s from 
a teacher at Sibford School and 
regulorly drove her between 
Swerford and London until he 
moved to Canada, leaving Gina 
behind. She languished in o Nissen 
hut in Swerford for half a century, 
her film star looks faded ond she 
fell into disrepair. Another Swerford 
inhabitant came to the rescue. 

He and his father undertook 
o painstaking and extensive 
rebuilding project and Gina is once 
more roodworthy, and on fine days 
can be seen out on the country 
roads. 

Gina rides again, but I have no 
idea what happened to Minnie - I 
expect she finished up in a scrap 
yard somewhere when my father 
traded her in for o Sunbeam 
Rapier [the aggressive, thrusting 
model names were making an 
oppearance by then), but I still 
have her mascot, the Nymph of 
Speed. She's a reminder of a time 
when many people got about 
mostly on foot, by bike or on 
public transport ond 40mph wos 
real speed!

Gina was totally 
different in both 
appearance and 
lifestyle. Although 
she too bore the 
Austin 7 marque, she 
was definitely a sporty personality. 
A two-seater, open top, she was 
built in 1928 to the specifications of 
racing driver Eric Gordon Eng lend 
-the Gordon England Cup Model 
body that had been introduced 
two years earlier. 


Gordon Englond hod been on 
aircraft designer with the Bristol 
Aeroplone Company and he 
translated his skills into car design. 
Although Herbert Austin's original 
vision had been to create a 
small family car, it was inevitable 
that Austin 7s would be raced. 

The racing circuit of the time, 
Brooklands near Weybridge, 

Surrey wos enjoying its heyday, 
and Gordon England persuaded 
Sir Herbert to provide him with o 
racing 7, in which he established 

new doss 
records at 
Brooklands. His 
successes led 
him to design 
lightweight 
two-seater sport 
cors with fabric 
covered bodies. 
One such was 
the Cup Model.

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Landawn&fs on the edge of residential conurbations will be well 
used to receiving the promotional material of developers who wish 
to enter agreement with them to see residential development of 
their land. The lack of building that took place during the recession 
and the changes to planning law prior to this have led to many 
areas being short of housing stock. 


Despite significant recent buBding 
works, in many areas housing 
numbers remdn at or bebw the 
required five year supply meaning 
that sites ore continually required 
for future development. In many 
cases such ates ore found through 
the formal process of the local 
authority 'cdling for sites' but 
there have been o number of sites 
in recent years which hove been 
granted permission, sometinnes at 
planning appeal despite the land 
not being allocated for housing in 
the locol development plan.

developers who wish to gain 
planning permission and build 
out the site themselves: and thrd 
parties who wish to gain planning 
for a site and then benefit from 
part of the sale value. Both will 
wish to enter legal agreement 
to determine the righ ts and 
obligotions of each party, with 
the devebpers looking for on 
option agreement and the thrd 
parties looking for o promotbn 
agreement. Whist both seek 
the same basic outcome, they 
are quite different legal terms 
and advice should be sought 
before entering into any such 
agreement. In most coses the 
cosJs of gaining such advice wlB 
be met by the party wishing to 
tc^e rights over the bnd. The 
time and investment required to 
gain planning consent for large 
scale development are such that 
only the deepest of pockets can 
afford to go it alone in seeking 
such pbnning consent.

Option agreements require a 
devebper to seek planning 
consent over the property 
and once such planning is 
gained they have frst refusal 
on purchase at a discounted 
level. Promotion agreements 
requre the promotion holder to 
seek planning consent over the 
property and once such pbnning 
is gained the land is sold to a third 
party with the sales proceeds 
beirrg divided between the 
land owner ond the promoter. 
Both types of agreement 
have their advantages and 
disadvantages but it is important 
that professional advice Is sought 
before entering into either form 
of agreement. Fisher German
